In addition to 
this for the same five months the cen- 
tral office of the Chicago Tuberculosis 
Institute was supported, and through 
this office hundreds of thousands of 
people were helped in that city add 
throughout the state of Illinois. 

In Brooklyn, the five thousand dol- 
lars taken in from the stamp sale has 
gone to support a ferry boat day camp 
with an average daily attendance of 
seventy-five. Many patients have 
been restored to health and usefulness 
as the result of this work. 

In New York, the County Red Cross 
Day Camp on the roof of the Vander- 
bilt Clinic has given a ‘.chance for new 
health to hundreds of consumptives. 
Similar camps have fought the fight 
against tuberculosis in Kingston, N. 
Y. ; Schenectady, N. Y., Washington, 
U. C.. Kalamazoo, Mich., Cleveland, 
Ohio, and in many other cities. 

Special nurses have been provided 
from the Red Cress funds and in some 
cases, tuberculosis dispensaries have 
been established. Literature has been 
printed and distributed, lectures giv- 
en, exhibits conducted, and legisla- 
tures, municipal and county authoii- 
ties stirred to activity as the result of 
the Red Cross Stamp sale of 1909. 
Evrey stamp has been a real oullet in 
the light against tuberculosis.

Hitchcock Recommends Parcels 
Post. 

A limited parcels post for the rural 
free delivery routes will be recom- 
mended by Postmaster General Hitch- 
cock in his forthcoming annual report. 
In announcing this the Postmaster 
General foresees the establishment of 
a general parcels post throughout the 
country as soon as the postal savings 
system is thoroughly organized. 

As the preliminary step in the de- 
velopment of such a service Mr. Hitch- 
cock will ask Congress to authorize 
the delivery on rural routes of parcels 
weighing as high as eleven pounds, 
which is the weight limit for the in- 
ternational parcels post. This form 
of service, it is maintained, can be 
conducted with little if any additional 
expense to the government. It will 
not require the appointment of more 
carriers, for those already employed 
have the necessary equipment in the 
way of horses and wagons to distribute 
the parcels, as well as the ordinary 
mail. Rarely is the latter of sufficient 
volume to take up more than a small 
portion of the mails pace in the car- 
rier’s wagon. 

| A rural parcels post of the kind 
I proposed, if successfully conducted, 

| probably would lead the department to 
attempt a more general system. Mr. 
Hitchcock believes, however, that be- 
fore the parcel service is extended to 
the whole country, definite informa- 
tion should be obtained as to thi na- 
ture and volume of business to be 
handled. He accordingly urged that 
in conjunction with the experiment on 
rural routes, a further inquiry be au- 
thorized by Congress in order that 
the department may be in a better po- 
sition to develop the system on conser- 
vative lines. He recommended that a 
special appiopriation for the inquiry 
be granted at the coming session. 



— A report from Carlisle says that 
a number of cattle have died in that 
section from eating frosted green 
clover.

—At the first day’s sale at the two 
loose leaf tobacco warehouses in 
Frankfort Thursday 125,000 pounds of 
tobacco sold at an average of 144 cents 
per pound. 

—At the auction sales of tobacco in 
Cincinnati Friday prices took such a 
decided slump that the Burley society 
ordered the tobacco that had beet) un- 
covered and placed on the breaks to be 
recovered. There were 300 hogsheads 
ready for sale when the order came. 

— The average prices of live stock 
on the Chicago market for the week of 
Nov. 21 were, cattle, $6.10, hogs $7.01, 
sheep $3.65, lambs $6.10. The averag- 
es for the corresponding week of last 
year were, cattle $6.45, hogs $8.08, 
sheep $4.65, lambs $7.25. The general 
average from 1901 to 1909 were, cattle 
$5.45, hogs $5.56, shep $4.22 and lambs 
$5.90. Total receipts of live stock on 
the Chicago market for the week were 
52,600 cattl- 29.800 hogs, and 111,700 
sheep. The week’s receipts, compared 
with the previous week, in round num- 
bers decreased 18,000 catGe, 10,800 
hogs and 57,300 sheep. Compared 
with corresponding week last year cat- 
tle decreased 24,400, hogs 10,700 and 
sheep increased 188,300.
